I was appointed as chairman of the paving committee. 


At that time we had what called the township road law and so we staré 


in to pave first Harding Ave. and the Frairietowroad, then S. Grd St. on 


both sides of the street car line and later, I filed a petition to pave 


curbs and gutters and extending to the township road. 


I left my store day after day to get signers to this petition. 


Then, we paved Hulman street, Voorhess ste, and all the cross streets, 
Washington Ave., Willow st., Osborne st., and then South First St. 
I cerried the petition for the Dresser Drive and we intended to run it 
clear around the city by way of Margaret Ave. and Fruitridge Ave. but we 
never made it because of the depression of 1929-33. 


So that is the part I played in improving the west end of Terre Haute.

Thomas “Bo” Bohannon, new director 
of Terre Haute’s popular Banks of the 
Wabash Chorus, wants fire.

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Barbershoppers to perform at Tilson

At 8 o'clock Saturday evening, Nov. 3, the local chapter of the 


Society for the Preservation and Encouragement of Barbershop 
Singing in America, Inc., will present a program in the Tilson Music 
Hall of Tirey Memorial Union Building on the campus of Indiana 
State University. 

Featured on the program will be the Banks of the Wabash 
Chorus, members of which are chapter members, and several 
guest quartets from Indiana and Kentucky chapters. 

The program will be open to the public, and tickets may be ob- 
tained at Shanks Motor Company, Paige’s Music Store, Roman 
Brothers Marathon in Terre Haute and the Brazil Elks Lodge or at 
the door the evening of the program. 

Myke Lucas is director of the locai chapter and Carl Jones is 
second assistant director. Jones has served as director in the past. 
Dick Pierard is editor of the chapter bulletin. 

The Terre Haute Chapter's Banks of the Wabash Chorus won 
first in international chorus competitions in 1950 and 1951. 

The Society for the Preservation and Encouragement of Bar- 
bershop Quartet Singing in America, Inc., was organized in 1938 
by a Tulsa attorney, O. C. Cash. There were 14 men in attendance 
at that first meeting, and the organization has increased to a mem- 
bership of 30,000 in the more than 40 years since then. 

Each year approximately 400 quartets are entered in the inter- 
national contest. There are 14 districts, each district conducting 
preliminary contests each spring before convention to qualify a 
total of 45 quartets in the contest. 

The local chapter was originally in existence from 1943 until 
1956. It then folded and was revived in 1964. 

Taken as the national organization's service project is the In- 
stitute of Logopedics at Wichita, Kansas. Each chapter contributes 


part of its income from performances to the upkeep of this institute, 
which corrects speech defects in young children. 

The society has taken as its motto: “We sing that they shall 
speak.” 
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
